As the convicts advanced to the altar each 
man handed the archbishop a slip of pap 
upon which was his name. Pronouncing the 
name the archbishop dipped his Anger in a 
I'halice o| oil and making a cross on the fore- 
heads of the kneeling men, said: "I sign thee 
with the sign of tbe cross and confirm thee 
with the ohiSM of salvation in the name ol 
the Father, and of the Son, aud the Holy 
Ohost." 

The convict orchestra rendered some excel- 
lent music suitable to the occasion. Among 
those confirmed were some of the worst criin 
iuals in the west. 

No Bucket Shop* In Arkansas. 

Little Rock, Ark., June a— The bucket
